The Georgia house of repre- 
sentatives, after a dramatic fight 
marked by charges of ‘‘pernicious” 
lobbying, passed by the bare 
requisite margin yesterday a bill 
to tax chain stores on a sliding 
scale from $10 to $750. 

Sponsored’ by youthful Repre- 
sentative Elliott, of Muscogee 
county, who asserted the chains 
“have no real interest in anything 
but getting all the money they can 
out of the state,” the bill was or- 
dered transmitted immediately to 
the senate, barring any attempt to 
get the house to reconsider its ac- 
tion. 

Vote 103 to 79. 

The vote on the passage of the 
bill was 103 to 79. It takes a con- 
stitutional majority, or 103, of the 
205 members of the house to pass 
a bill. Speaker Roy V. Harris, of 
Richmond county, cast the decid- 
ing vote, exercising his preroga- 
tive of voting to break deadlocks 
after the ayes were first an- 
nounced as 102. 

His action, giving the required 
103 votes, was greeted by cheers 
and handclapping. The new hill 
would supplant Georgia’s present 
chain store tax measure, passed in 
1937, which taxes chains from $1 
for single units to $200 for each 
store in chains of more than 40. 

Elliott, in urging passage of his 
measure, charged a “pernicious 
lobby” existed to fight “any chain 
store tax in Georgia” and added: 

“This tax is not an effort to 
drive the chains out of Georgia or 
to penalize ihem. It is merely an 
effort to make them leave in Geor- 
gia a small percentage of the enor- 
mous amount of money that they 
drain out of this state and send 
to New York. 

“Take the instance of the in- 
famous Barbara Hutton, the Wool- 
worth store queen,” he went on, 
“who flew the coop to Europe, 
established her citizenship there to 
escape taxation and marry a no- 
account count. That’s a sample of 
how much public spirit the chain 
stores have.

Mayor LaGuardia, of New York, 
eats “chitterlings.”

He emphasized that in order to) 
prevent the United States from | 
“carrying the load” in event of a| 
war between the dictatorships and 
the democracies, it is essential that 
this nation extend aid to Great 
Britain and France, permitting 
them to buy American munitions 
so that they may save themselves 


“It is not only necessary that we 
look to our own defenses but it is 
to our, advantage to allow our air- 
plane manufacturers to furnish 
planes to those other two great 
democracies, France and England, 
in order that they may not be 
destroyed by the dictator powers,” 
he said. 

“Every right thinking American 
approves the administration’s deci- 
sion in this case, for if England 
and France. are unprepared they 
will surely be destroyed and the 
last stand of the democracies will 
be in this hemisphere with the 
United States carrying the load.” 

Defends Roosevelt 

(Defending President Roosevelt 
against recent charges that he had 
said, ‘‘America’s new defense fron- 
tier is on the Rhine river in Ger- 
many,” the Georgian said Mr. 
Roosevelt, himself, had branded 
this charge as a “deliberate lie,” 
and that this answer had _ thor- 
oughly satisfied his mind. He then 
quoted at length from the Presi- 
dent’s speeches to show that 
American foreign policy had not 
changed and was not going to 
change; that America is still 
against any entangling alliances; 
that it is in complete sympathy 
with any and every effort made to 
reduce or limit armaments, and 
that this policy voiced the senti- 
ment of the rank and file of the 
American people. 

(“These statements by the Pres- 
ident,” Chairman Vinson said, 
“show that the policy of this na- 
tion is neither imperialistic nor 
aggressive, but on the contrary, is 
purely a policy of defense and self- 
reliance. No other nation can log- 
ically object to any nation im- 
proving the purely defensive fa- 
cilities of its own land unless that 
other nation should have aggres- 
sive designs on the territory thus 
defended.’”’) 

His remarks were the most 
pointed on foreign policy enunci- 
ated thus far by administration 
spokesmen during house or sen- 
ate debate on Mr. Roosevelt’s 
emergency defense program, which 
includes the measure now under 
consideration and the house-ap- 
proved $376,000,000 army expan- 
sion bill. 

He maintained that the contem- 
plated $5,000,000 authorization for 
harbor and airport improvements 
at Guam, tiny American posses- 
sion 1,300 miles from the Japanese 
mainland, is of “inestimable value” 
to the United States despite 
charges of critics that the project 
would intensify the present ill 
feelings present between this na- 
tion and the island empire. 

Vinson spoke a few minutes aft- 
er Representative Hamilton Fish, 
Republican, New York, ranking 
minority member of the house for- 
eign relations committee, assailed 
the Guam proposal as a “dagger at 
the throat of Japan and an arrow: 
aimed at that country’s heart.” 

Fish warned against war hys- 
teria propaganda and said he knew 
of “no more dangerous proposal 
that could come before the house 
in these days of war hysteria than 
this plan to prepare the island of 
Guam for an air base.”

WILSON UPHOLDS 
SECURITIES LAW 


Secretary of State Opposes 
Changes, Cites Protection 
to Investors.

A proposed bill to repeal pro- 
visions of the Georgia securities 
law was criticized yesterday by 
John B. Wilson, secretary of state, 
as a measure that would “throw 
the doors wide open in Georgia 
for all kinds of wildcat promotions 
and permit the sale of worthless 
| securities.” 
| The securities law requires per- 
isons. engaged in selling oil, gas 
and mineral leases to obtain a li- 
cense. Wilson said that “at least 
$20,000,000 had been saved inves- 
tors in Georgia by enforcement of 
the provision.” 

“During the past eight years,” 
he said, “I have not issued a sin- 
gle license permitting the sale of 
these questionable, promotional is- 
sues, but under this proposed act, 
without supervision, the door is 
open to all of them in this state 
and from other states, good and 
bad alike.” 

He said the securities law, un- 
der present provisions, does not 
handicap property owners in that 
they can sell or lease property 
rights if they desire to do so and 
that such leases or rights may be 
sold in another state without vio- 
lating the state law if outside cap- 
‘ital is needed for development. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“dealing and trading in same as 
a security without supervision is 
highly dangerous and will be dis- 
astrous to our people. I hope and 
believe the legislature in its wis- 
dom will defeat this measure.”

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THE FUNDAMENTAL OBJECTION 

Carpenters’ Local Union No. 225 goes directly 
to the heart of objection to the chain store tax 
bill, now before the Georgia legislature, in reso- 
lutions adopted recently and sent to the Fulton 
county representatives. 

In those resolutions the carpenters state: 

“Whereas, there is now pending in the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Georgia House Bill No. 242, 
known as the Chain Store Tax Bill; and, where- 
as, enactment of this bill will tend to increase 
the cost of living to the common people, and 
especially wage-earners, of Georgia... 

“Be it resolved, that Carpenters’ Local Union 
225 go on record as opposing any such taxation 
in this state to be known as the chain store tax- 
ation.” 

It is an undeniable fact that enactment of 
the chain store tax would result in greater cost 
of living, especially to the average wage-earners 
and the people in the lower income groups in 
Georgia. It is axiomatic that all taxes are, even- 
tually, passed on to the consumer in the form of 
higher prices for the goods he buys. If the pur- 
veyor of goods finds it impossible to pass such a 
tax on to his customers, he is forced to close 
his doors and abandon his business. For the 
margin of profit under which modern retailing 
exists is so narrow that any appreciative in- 
crease in overhead costs—such as taxation— 
more than wipes it out. And no man can con- 
tinue indefinitely any business which does not 
show a profit. 

The chain store tax would prove expensive 
to Georgians in two ways, Instead of one. The 
chain food stores are among the greatest pur- 
chasers of the products of Georgia farms. They 
distribute, through their highly specialized or- 
ganizations, surplus products from this state 
all over the nation, thus maintaining the prices 
paid the farmers and preventing many indi- 
evidual crop disasters through glutting of the 
immediate market. 

The chain food stores not only sell, with 
complete satisfaction as to quality, prices and 
service, to all citizens of Georgia, but they are 
among the most important purchasers of Geor- 


gia’s agricultural products. 
Punitive taxes against any special forms 


of legitimate business, based either upon char- 
acter, location or size, are basically contrary to 
the American system of government and Ameri- 
can ideas of justice. It is the concept of this 
country that there shall be equality in oppor- 
tunity, equality in service and equality in tax- 
ation. To attempt taxation as punishment for 
size and efficiency—which is what the chain 
store tax amounts to—is so unjust as to be im- 
mediately repugnant to all good citizens. 

The fact, however, that such a tax would 
reach, ultimately, into the pockets of the aver- 
age Georgian, as pointed out by the Carpenters’ 
Union, is the prime reason why all who under- 
stand the proposal and who know what its ul- 
timate result would be, are emphatically op- 
posed to the chain store tax. 


CERTIFIED TOMATO PLANTS 

Although tomato plants have been grown in 
Georgia and sold in and out of the south for 
many years, the industry brought less than 
$100,000 per annum to the farmers up to four 
years ago. During the last four years, however, 
due to certification by the state department of 
entomology that the plants were free from 
insect pests and plant disease, the farmers’ 
income has increased over 750 per cent. 

The nation’s manufacturers of canned soups, 
faced with the problem of securing a sure and 
abundant supply of tomatoes, now contract an- 
nually with the farmers of the state to pro- 
duce the plants. As a result of growing better 
plants and finding a ready market for them, 
the producers are now collecting as high as 75 
cents per 1,000 more than before certification 
was started. 

Under the entomology act the state was 
charged with the prevention of disease and 
insects injurious to plant life entering the state. 
It was soon realized, however, that it was just 
as necessary to prevent a similar movement in 
the reverse direction because of quarantine laws 
of other states. Georgia, under the leadership 
of M. S. Yeomans, state entomologist, according 
to the March number of the Country Gentle- 
man, has now taken the lead among southern 
states in plant certification. Without this work 
the tomato plant industry would promptly re- 
vert to its former position of unimportance. 

In the raising of certified tomato plants the 
Georgia grower is subject to rigorous rules. His 
entire field must be planted to either certified 


\ - 


or uncertified plants. One part cannot be cer- 
tified, the other uncertified. Seed from a source 
approved by the state entomologist must be 
used exclusively. Nothing is left undone to 
guarantee a product of the required standard. 
It pays to conform to the rules. Purchasers 
have learned from experience to deal with reg- 
istered growers, only, of which they were 51 in 
Georgia during 1938. 

The services of the department of entomology 
are being utilized by the farmers of the state 
to an ever-increasing extent. It has proved to 
be a wise, as well as a profitable procedure. 


AN APOLOGY TO WASHINGTON 

The German-American Bund held a rally 
in New York Monday, attended by some 20,000 
persons who would plague this country with 
the gangsterism of Nazidom. The meeting 
was called in “honor” of George Washing- 
ton, for which all Amé@ricans offer their most 
sincere apologies. It couldn’t be helped. There 
is still the bill of rights that guarantees these 
strangers to the American ideal the protection 
of the very things they would destroy. 

There Washington was likened to Adolf Hit- 
ler, the man who thinks liberty is something 
to be spit upon, and who wants to take an un- 
pleasant interest in things American? He laughs 
at the very idea of a republic in which a man 
can speak as he pleases, within the bounds of 
decency; can print what he likes, providing it 
is the truth and is decent; can worship as he 
pleases, without restriction. Washington devoted 
his life for these things, and the people today 
are still fighting to preserve these rights. Which 
is why they apologize for the gratuitous insults 
offered by these swastika-embossed creatures 
of a perverted theory. 

Hitler is the man who abolished all Masonic 
lodges in Germany when he came to power. 
They -represented too much that is decent. Yet 
Washington, one of the greatest Masons of 
America, was likened to the man who is afraid 
to permit the fellowship of man and of God 
in his own nation. | 

Washington, who fought to insure freedom 
by providing only a small army so that unscru- 
pulous men could not sieze power through its 
control, was likened to the man who has placed 
an entire nation under arms; who now attempts 
in this country to establish a gangster army to 
terrorize its people; who seeks to persecute a 
minority, here, to which Americans have, and 
will, guarantee equal rights. 

He seeks also to split the American people 
into opposing camps by insidious propaganda, 
just as did another absolute monarch in the 
days when Washington lived. Nothing is too 
reprehensible for his minions. It’s something 
America will have to fight with all the power 
at its command; the power of an enlightened, 
an educated people; the power of the liberty of 
which it has sometimes been careless. 


This Bund outfit is not representative of the 
Americans of German birth or parentage. Prob- 
ably the German America best knew in Wash- 
ington’s day was Steuben—these Nazis are not 
like him. He came over here to fight for liberty. 
The Hessians he fought were more like these 
who give the Nazi salute today when the Star- 
Spangled Banner is sung. They don’t know any- 
thing about the terrible night of waiting that 
led Francis Scott Key to write his immortal 
words. He’s due an apology too. They just don’t 
know. 

It seems a shame that the memory of Wash- 
ington had to be exposed to such an insult, but 
there wasn’t any way out of it. Americans even 
provided 1,700 policemen to protect them from 
the righteous wrath of real Americans of al] 
races, creeds and color. Americans let them 
have their say, even though they got mad when 
a woman laughed at them and they tried to toss 
her out of their meeting. It was all so ludicrous 
it could be easily dismissed if it were not so se- 
rious in the symbolic sense.

BEWILDERED TREASURY WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The 
Président moves in a mysterious 


way, his wonders to perform. But he has rarely been more mysti- 
fying than in his casual announcement, before boarding his cruise 
ship, that business need not worry about néw tax demands. . The 
unhappy, unconsulted Treasury has not yet recovered from a spasm 
of bewilderment which attacked everyone, from Secretary Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. down. : . 

After all, the President specifically stated in his budget mes- 
sage that, in view of increased armament and farm relief expéndi- 
tures, “we might safely consider moderate tax increases.” New taxes 
amounting to about $450,000,000 were contemplated. Undersecretary 
of the Treasury John W. Hanes went busily to work, making plans 
to raise this sum, chiefly by additional levies on inheritances and 
in the middle income brackets. And then, quite out of the blue, 
without any advance notice, came the presidential statement. 

Treasury officials confess frankly that, not having heard from 
the President themselves, they cannot give an authorized explana- 
tion of the statement. They offer three alternative guesses, however. 
The President may have meant what he seemed to mean, that his 
announced tax plans have been abandoned. He may have meant 
that there would be no new taxes besides those already asked for. 
Or he may have meant that, as his tax plans are directed at indi- 
viduals, business need fear no new venture in corporate taxation, 
such as the undistributed profits tax. 


PRELUDE TO CONCILIATION On the whole, the Treasury’s 


third guess seems the best 
one, which leaves the situation precisely where it was before. The 
incident has real significance, however, as an indication of the 
concern over the business situation now spreading through the ad- 
ministration. The President’s genial reassurance to the business- 
men was coupled with a warning to them not to look for bogies 
under the bed. Presumably, both reassurance and warning were 
intended as a prelude to a major effort to stimulate business con- 
fidence, in which Secretary of Commerce Harry L. Hopkins’ forth- 
coming Iowa speech is to be the opening gun. 

Hopkins has been living in an ecstasy of conferences with high 
business executives. He has impressed most of them very favor- 
ably, and he has liked them well enough so that now he hopes to 
bring some of the most eminent among them down to serve as his 
special Assistants at the Commerce Department. Meanwhile, he has 
heard from them (if he did not already know) what business wants. 

The indications are that he is inclined to use his great influ- 
ence to satisfy some business demands. It should not be so diffi- 


cult now, since most of the New Deal’s reforms have been accepted,- 


and some of the real points of friction have been removed. His 
Iowa speech is expected to promise future New Deal action, in 
the utilities, labor and railroad fields, of the type that business has 
been asking for. The President is not a gracious granter of favors 
to business, but, if Hopkins does announce a program of concilia- 
tory action, the President will probably follow through. 


WORSE CONFOUNDED ‘Two questions, therefore, suggest 


themselves. One, will the Hopkins 
program be concrete enough? And two, if it is sufficiently con- 
crete, will the confidence stimulators which business wants actually 
produce healthy recovery? If the answers to both questions are not 
in the affirmative, there may be trouble ahead. 

The administration’s concern over business conditions has al- 
ready been remarked. There is reason for it, since the sharp up- 
turn of the summer and fall has been followed by a period of weak- 
ness and recession. New Deal and conservative economists now 
agree that, although the underlying situation is good, immediate 
business prospects are poor. The worst of it is that, if prospects 
are still poor in the spring, there will surely be a repetition of last 
year’s spending crisis. 

The New Deal spenders have already made great gains. Spend- 
ing, per se, was officially approved in the President’s budget mes- 
sage. It required heroic effort by administration conservatives to 
prevent the President from strengthening this approval by laying 
all the blame for last year’s slump on the lack of spending. In the 
President’s entourage, the resistance to spending is seriously weak- 
ened. Moreover, the spenders already have plans for big new pub- 
lic works programs and the like. “Spend for recovery” is their

They would not even get started with the meeting. Granting a 
theoretical start, they would then be clubbed, killed and those left 
alive would be condemned to prison until sentenced and executed. 

That being the case, one would normally expect the German 
government to show some appreciation of the fact that its pro- 
ponents in this country were permitted to meet, protected and given 
every opportunity to carry out their program, distasteful though it 
was, 

Nothing of the sort occurred. The only reaction was an hys- 
terical attack on the United States by the German controlled newse- 
papers. This is quite in keeping with the normal attitude of the 
Nazi government. 

The “Bund” in New York seeks to destroy in this country the 
very principle which made it possible for them to meet and be 
protected at the expense of the taxpayers. And that is, of course, 
freedom of speech. 

It is so entirely illogical and so in keeping with the logic of the 
Nazi government’s principles, mind and character that it is difficult 
to understand. It is no wonder they think we are a sappy sort of 
people. And it is no wonder they find it easy to make many of 
their people believe that because America permits such a thing to 
happen, that Americans favor it. They simply cannot understand 
liberty of speech and a free press, never having known it under 
the present government. 

FREE SPEECH FOR HOODLUMS Well, now and then, I get 

to feeling that maybe 
we are a little sappy. And that perhaps the idea of free speech 
wasn’t meant to be applied to such hoodlums, but then you know it 
was. And you know, too, that the fact it was permitted makes 
it less of a force than if it had been driven underground. 

I imagine there must be a few people who are in sympathy 
with it. This puzzles me, too. Or rather it would puzzle me if 
I did not know there are people who will follow any sort of 
banner or join any sort of organization. 

The Nazis are just a political party. They were dispersed in a 
street fight in Munich in 1923 and an ex-soldier in the crowd, named 
Adolf Hitler, dropped to the ground and was not killed as were 
many of his comrades. Since then he has come to complete power. 
His party used the fake scare of Communism as an excuse for 
taking over all functions of government. There are many fine 
German people and some of them do not like it. When I write 
of Germany I write of the Nazi political party which is in power. 

The late Colonel Jack Spalding, one of the rarest of gentlemen 
and philosophers, once said that one could incorporate an outhouse 
and, by having enough offices and titles, receive more members 
than one wanted. I think that’s true. People join bunds, don’t they? 
IT CAN HAPPEN HERE At any rate, it’s happened here. I 

have never believed Communism 
was a threat in this country. We don’t have the tradition or the 
But I always have believed Fascism was 
a threat if the fear of Communism could be created or if enough 
racial hatreds and dissensions could be created. 

The Madison Square Garden episode couldn’t have happened in 
any other country. England would have allowed a speech in Hyde 
Park. But not such a demonstration as New York saw. 

I will admit that in some states and in some communities law 
and order and civil liberties get kicked around at times. But, on 
the whole, we do a rather good job of it.

Let us suppose that America’s rich men and great property 
holders, infuriated by high taxes and dreading further loss of prop- 
erty and power, plot a rebellion against the Roosevelt government 
and employ foreign troops to fight their battles. 

After years of bitter warfare, which takes millions of lives and 
leaves much of the country in ruins, the rebels win the last decisive 
battle and capture many of the government leaders. 

What happens to these captured men? It isn’t a guessing game. 
History has given us the answer. 

The rebel leader says to them: “Your hands are red with the 
blood of your brother Americans and I find you guilty of murder. 
You will be shot a sunrise.” 

The doomed government men might answer: “How can we be 
the guilty ones? You plotted this rebellion and fired the first shot. 
We fought only to defend the legally constituted government, as duty 
and morality required. We killed rebels, but you hired foreigners 
to kill your brother Americans.” 

The argument would avail them nothing. 


Nobody Will Poison the Town 


Knowing all the circumstances, we may question the rebel chief's 


sincerity, and doubt that anybody in such a case could think his 
opponents guilty and himself innocent. But he is honest about it, 
for that is the way the human mind works. 

And there we have the explanation of war between civilized 
nations, and the chief obstacle to peace. It is man’s strange ability 
to believe himself in the right when he is wholly wrong. 

Goebbels once said: “Propaganda knows no right or wrong, no 
truth nor falsehood, but only what it desires.” He might have added 
that history makes the same charge against men and nations. 

Civilized men who deliberately do wrong are rare. However 
wrong they may seem to others, they are convinced of their own 
righteousness and integrity. The thing they desire seems right. 
Even criminals distort logic to excuse or justify themselves. 

Hitler says in almost as many words: “If the world does not give 
us more wealth, we shall take it by force.” Yet he calls Roose~- 
velt a “warmonger” and abuses him for making plan to resist such 
an attack. 

Prosperity requires peace, order, honesty and respect for law. 
And since the best of men will fight for their interests, the only 
hope of lasting peace is universal understanding that the interests 


of all are the same. 
There is no incentive to fight a rival if you can make more 


money out of him by keeping the peace.

~ HELP FOR ALLIES 


Voters of Both Parties Ap- 
prove All Assistance 
Short of War.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—A ma- 
jority of American voters believe 
that if there were a war in Europe 
tomorrow between Great Britain 
and France on one side and Ger- 
many and Italy on the other, the 
United States should do everything 
possible to help England and 
France win, except go to war her- 
self. 

This fact, revealed in the final 
results of a survey on foreign pol+ 
icy by the American Institute, may 
indicate an important trend of 
public opinion away from the tra- 
ditional policy of isolation. Amer- 
ican sympathy for the European 
‘democracies and dislike of the dic- 
tators has now apparently reached 
the point where the voters would 
want to find some way of sending 
aid to their biggest World War al- 
lies, short of actual military sup- 
port, in time of war. 

Question Asked. 

The Institute conducted its na- 
tional survey of voters on the is- 
sue raised after President Roose- 
velt’s confercnce with the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee two 
weeks ago: “I* Germany and Italy 
go to war against England and 
France, do you think we should do 
everything »ossible to help Eng- 
land and ¥rance win, except go to 
war ourselves?” 

The vote is: 

Yes 

No 31 
Only six per cent said they had 
not yet formed an opinion on the 
issue. 

Especially significant is the vote 
by parties. It shows that senti- 
ment among the rank and file of 
Republicans is almost identical 
with sentiment among Democrats. 
If Republican leaders seek to make 
a party issue of the foreign policy 
question—and there are already 
indications that they may—the 
rank and file of Republican voters 
may not share their views at this 
time.

Against War. 

Other Institute surveys have 
found that public’ sentiment is 
against America going to war. But 
the majority, as shown in the pres- 
ent study, would not favor the 
other extreme either—complete 
aloofness from Europe’s quarrels 
—if the European democrocdcies 
were faced with disaster. 

One reason for this sentiment is 
made clear by a second question 
in the Institute survey. Voters 
were asked: “If Germany and Italy 
defeated England and France in a 
war, do you think Germany and 
Italy would then start a war 
against the United States?” 

The vote is: 

Yes 62% 

No 38 

Approximately one voter in 
evéry six had formed no opinion 
on this question. 

While many military experts 
doubt that the dictator powers 
could successfully invade _ the 
United States after they had 
fought an exhausting war in Eu- 
rope, the results do indicate a feel- 
ing on the part of many voters that 
American interests would be much 
less secure if the Fascist powers 
triumphed abroad. Earlier Insti- 
tute studies show that the public 
regards Hitler’s military and eco- 
nomic ambitions as virtually limit- 
less. Most votcrs feel that giving 
colonies to Germany will not ap- 
pease the Nazi regime, and when 
the public was asked whether they 
believed Hitler’s statement that he 
has no more territorial ambitions 
in Europe, 92 per cent replied

Poor Less Interested. 
Opinion on giving aid to Eng- 
land and France shows practically 
no variations by age groups. Vot- 
ers of all ages from 21 and up are 
approximately 7 to 3 in favor of it. 
There is some variation by income 
groups, however—the poorer vot- 
ers being less inclined to give aid 
abroad than the middle and upper 
class voters.

PHILIPPINES PUT 
ON OWN IN T34o 


State, War Department Of- 
ficials Say No U. S. De- 
fense Contemplated. 


, WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(UP) 
‘Officials of the State and War De- 
partments made it plain today 
that the United States does not 
contemplate defense of the Philip- 
pine Islands against possible Jap- 
anese aggression after July 4, 1946, 
when the Pacific archipelago at- 
tains political independence. 

Testifying before the senate 
territories and insular 
committee, Assistant Secretary of 
State Francis B. Sayre, represent- 
ing Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull, and General Charles Burnett, 
representing Secretary of War 
Harry Woodring, emphasized that 
this country is not committed to 
post-independence defense of the 
islands.

Sayre said in response to ques- 
tions from Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
that preservation of economic and 
political equanimity in the Philip- 
pines is of paramount importance 
if the United States is to avoid 
“disastrous consequences” in the 
orient. 


ATTACK BY NAZIS 
TERMED DIFFICULT 


' Garmene Would Need South 
American Bases—Arnold. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(4)— 
Major General H. H. Arnold, chief 
of the army air corps, told the sen- 
ate military committee that the 
only way Germany could attack 
the United States through the air 
would be to establish airdromes 
and accumulate supplies in South 
America. 

This was disclosed today when 
copies of testimony taken by the 
committee January 24 and 26 were 
obtained from confidential sources.

Laid to Nation’s Unpreparedness 


Majer Stacy Maeot, Fourth 


Declares Country in Past Has Based Its Defense 
Policy on ‘In God We Trust.’ © 


Tracing the historic military un- 
preparedness of the United States 
from the Revolution, Major Stacy 
Knopf, fourth corps area intelli- 
gence officer, told members of the 
Civitan Club yesterday that the 
United States national defense pol- 
icy may best be summed up by 
the ‘motto on its coinage, “In God 
We Trust.” 

“In every war in which this 
country has been engaged,” the 
major said, “we have been unpre- 
pared and hae had to organize, 


'train and equip an army after the 


war had begun. This procedure has 
greatly increased the cost of our 
wars in lives and money. 
“Assuming that all of our wars 
would have occurred even if we 
had been prepared, it is certain we 
would have saved money and lives. 


And there are authorities who 
state that some of our wars would 
never have been fought had we 
been ready.” 

He said the national defense act 
of 1920 is the best military legis- 
lation we have ever had, and that 
if it is properly implemented and 
modified as conditions demand, it 
will avoid the errors of pas‘ wars.” 

Major Knopf said that while 
progress was made between the 
Spanish and World wars, our en- 
try into the latter still found us 
unprepared. “But,” he said, “once 
in, and admitting our woeful un- 
preparedness, we made none of the 
mistakes which had become ha- 
bitual during our history.” 

He congratulated the Reserve

Former N. Y. District Attor- 
torney Admits He Heard 
of $30,000 Payment. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—(/)— 
William C. Dodge, democratic 
predecessor of Thomas E. Dewey 
as New York county district at- 
torney, acknowledged today he had 
heard Gangster Dutch Schultz 
contributed $30,000 to his 1933 
campaign but heatedly insisted he 
did not believe the report “and I 
don’t believe it to this day.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—In 
spite of a $110,000,000 loss on cot- 
ton loans, extension of the Com- 
modities Credit Corporation until 
1941 is justified, Representative 
Paul Brown, of Georgia, declared 
on the floor of the house yester- 
day. 

Brown said the loss was not 
great when compared with the 
benefits growers received, because 
it was impossible at the present 


time for farmers to make actual 
expenses at current prices. 

He explained that in many dis- 
tricts of Georgia as well as other 
states the only money crop was 
cotton. Therefore, he said, the 
losses sustained when added to 
what these districts received for 
relief did not amount to anything 
like the sum received as relief 
benefits by the people in Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and many other 
industrial states. 

“IT am not advocating,” he de- 
clared, “that anyone in my sec- 
tion have an advantage over peo- 
ple in another section. I want to 
assist all the people in every sec- 
tion of the country.” 

Hearings held before the Brown 
committee on banking and cur- 
rency indicated that the corpora- 
tion had disbursed $1,284,000,000, 
including disbursements by lend- 
ing agencies holding purchase 
agreements, and that repayments 
have aggregated $537,000,000, 
leaving outstanding $747,000,000. 


“The entire loss under the last 
appraisements by the secretary of

PENSACOLA, Fla. Feb. 21.— 
(2)—The_ navy lost “ee men and 
eight planes during the night when 
an unusually heavy fog rolled in- 
land from the Gulf of Mexico and 
blacked out the landing field at 
the air station here while a squad- 
ron of 12 service ships was flying 
home from a routine training trip. 

Three instructors, each accom- 
panied by a passenger, and one 
student pilot flew northward, out- 
ran the fog and landed in south- 
ern Alabama. Two students were 
killed when their craft crashed. 
Six of the navy’s flying pupils 
“bailed out” in the darkness and 
reached ground safely in their in- 
itial parachute jumps. 

A board of inquiry headed by 
Lieutenant Commander A. J. Is- 
bell, recipient of the Schiff air 
safety trophy, began an investiga- 
ion. 

The three instruction planes 


were equipped with two-way ra- | 
dio communication facilities. The | 


single-seater combat planes flown | 
by the nine students had no radio | 


facilities but navy flying regula- 
tions required the students to fol- 
low their leaders. When the fog 
bank made it impossible for the 
squadron to locate its home field, 
the air station directed the three 
instructors to fly north and seek 
a safe landing. 

The three instructors and the 
one student who followed them 
landed safely. The eight students 
who did not follow lost their ships. 
Two of them lost their lives. One 
of the survivors said the planes 
became separated in the fog and 
the student pilots were unable to 
find their instructors or a safe 
landing.

Withdraws Objections 
Made 4 Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—()—

_ Generally it is agreed there has not been an outstanding | 
middleweight since Mickey Walker, the toy bulldog, ruled the 
class more than a dozen years ago. There has been a world of | 
champions since—Marcel Thil, Ben Jeby, Vince Dundee, Teddy | 
Yarosz, Babe Risko, Freddie Steele and Solly Krieger. 

There is a disposition, in some sections, to regard 
Fred Apostoli and Al Hostak as the best middleweights, 
but Billy Conn, who is not a natural middleweight, but an 
in-between light-heavyweight, has beaten Apostoli twice. 
The name of Hostak is mentioned still, but unrecognized. 
Krieger not so long ago gave Hostak a rather severe 
shellacking. 

Solly Krieger is the National Boxing Association’s world’s 
champion. Which means that he is the real champion. He is 
not risking his title against Ben Brown, but it might as well be 
at stake if Brown wins. For Mike Jacobs will bid so strongly 
for Brown’s services that it will be only a matter of time until 
the Atlanta hope wears the crown. 

Boxing history shows that the middleweight division has| 
produced no more than three worthy champions in the last 30 
years—Harry Greb, Tiger Flowers and Mickey Walker. Boxing 
experts agree on these three. 

And so it is quite a compliment to southern fight- 
ers that Tiger Flowers should be included in the list. 
The Georgia Deacon, who died under a surgeon’s knife, 
was a fine champion. 

Ben Brown knows what it means to win tomorrow 
night. Trained finely, but not overtrained, Ben, who 
moves as fast as a lightweight, says, ‘“This fight means 
everything to me. I'll be out to show that I am entitled 
to a real chance to win the championship and bring the 
title back to Dixie—where it belongs. Ring the bell.’ 

Brown has improved wonderfully in the last two 
years. The only question I can think of is what a six- 
month lay-off from fighting will mean against a tough 
body puncher like the current champion. 

If Brown can stay away from him and box for a while, 
meanwhile raking him with his shell-fire lefts and rights, it may 
mean curtains for Krieger. Surely, Ben must have learned a lot) 
about how to protect himself from a body puncher in his fights 
with Babe Risko, former division champion.

Administration Wins 49-to- 
31 Victory Over Conserv- 


ative Bloc and G.O.P. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(#)— 
Rallying against a new economy 
drive, administration senate forces 
blocked today an effort to cut $4,- 
252,000 from the Tennessee Valley 
Authority appropriation. The vote 
was 49 to 31. 

A bi-partisan bloc of Repub- 
licans and _  anti-administration 
Democrats worked aggressively 
for the reduction. Majority Leader 
Barkley, Democrat, Kentucky, and 
Senator McKellar, Democrat, Ten- 


jnessee, led the fight against it. 


The vote was on a motion to 
strike out a $4,252,000 appropria- 
tion to start construction of the 
Watts Bar dam on the Tennessee 
river. That appropriation was ap- 
proved by the senate appropria- 
tions committee, along with allo- 
cations to continue work on the 
TVA dam at Gilbertsville, Ky., 
and $228,000 for investigating dam 
sites at Coulter Shoals, Tenn. All 
the allotments had been rejected 
in the house. They next will be 
considered by a joint senate-house 
conference committee. 

Without debate, the senate also 
consented to house-approved allo- 
cations for continuinge work on 
TVA dams at Pickwick Landing, 
Guntersville, Chickamauga and 
Hiwassee. ; 

In all, the senate-approved TVA 
appropriation totaled $39,003,000 
compared with $21,797,000 voted 
by the house: 

The TVA allotments were in- 
cluded in the $1,898,000,000 inde- 
pendent offices appropriations bill, 
upon which final action was post- 
poned until tomorrow.

Reports from Washington and 
Missouri indicate Clark will go 
to the convention with the back- 
ing of the Missouri delegation and 
others. Seasoned political observ- 
ers predict that when the time 
comes to pick a standard bearer 
to succeed President Roosevelt, 
Senator Clark is sure to command

New Orleans Ends Its Mardi Gras 
As Even the Sun Runs for Cover 


Biggest Parade in City’s History Reeled Off in a Bitter 
Wind and Under Skies Gray as a 
Confederate Uniform. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 21.—(?) 
The sun came out for a minute to- 
day with a scared, sick look like 
a half-fried egg, saw what a few 
hundred thousand people were do- 
ing down below, and _ fainted. 
Thereafter Mardi Gras was cele- 
brated in a bitter wind and under 
skies gray as a mouse. 

The only effect of the wind and 
dull skies was to make it twice 
as hard to get a drink. There were 
always too many people between 
you and the bartender, any bar- 
tender. 

Tomorrow the city enters the 
penitential season’ of Lent. 

The two big parades, those of 
Rex by day and Comus by night, 
went off in their usual style, with 
fuss and feathers, but it was the 
procession of maskers in barouches 
and on trucks tagging behind Rex 
that made today’s parade the big- 
gest in the city’s history. 

It costs much money to belong 
to the Rex and Comus krewes, 
but a couple of dollars for a home- 
made costume and rent for a 
truck was all the plain folks 
needed to parade. There were 
plenty of plain folks loose on the 
streets dressed as: 

Red, blue and green devils, Gib- 
son girls and boys, ante-bellum 
mammies, ante-bellum dudes and 
dames, sheiks and cowboys. Four 
men, impérsonating Ferdinand the 
Bull, went around smelling a cork 
tree. 

Barrooms, gambling houses, res- 
taurants and taxicabs did their 
best business of the year. For the 
rest of the city it was a holiday. 
Not quite. There were a few who 
weren’t having such a good time: 
Policemen, who have to work 14 


hours on Mardi Gras; street clean- 
ers, ambulance drivers, blackjack 
dealers, and men with broken 
legs. 


MOBILE, Ala., Feb. 21—(4)— 
Lowering clouds that threatened 
for a time today to drench Mo- 
bile’s Mardi Gras crowds, gave 
way to sunshine this afternoon and 
allowed revelers to throng the his- 
toric parade route by tens of thou- 
sands.

This was accomplished 
in 1937, but one of the things which is extremely bad for the morale 
of these hard-working employes is the fact that they are still de- 
nied a yearly increase in salary. The result is that many valuable 
employes leave the New York public libraries for better positions 
elsewhere, which means a loss in efficiency and the morale of those 


who remain.

Even though the stars keep su- 
perbly healthy on a rigorous rou- 
tine—plenty of sleep and an as- 
tonishing amount of exercise— 
many of them probably lack the 
wieght for a filled-out chest and 
nicely curved bust. So, the de- 
signers to the rescue! 

But the average thin girl’s prob- 
lem is not so easily camouflaged. 
If you want dimples at the base 
of the throat, a filled out chest and 
rounded bust, you will have to 
make a real effort to gain weight. 
Probably you will need to improve 
your posture and vitality, too, but 
this improvement should parallel 
your weight gain. 

The specific dietary measure 
which appear to be most helpful 
in filling out the chest and bust 
contour are an increased quantity 
of milk and the inclusion of a 
vitamin A and D concentrate. The 
milk and vitamins are, of course, 
a part of the weight gaining diet. 

There are also exercises which 
will develop the pectoral muscles 
spreading fanwise across the chest 
and supporting the bust. A weight 
Zain will assure the necessary fat- 
ty tissue for this area, but the 
firm, rounded contour depends 
mainly on the tone of these sup- 

rting muscles. The following 
exercise is a good sample of the 
type that will most effectively 
tone these muscles and help to im- 
prove your figure and posture: 

Stand with feet apart and par- 
allel, arms hanging straight down 
at the sides.

upper arm muscles, slowly raise 
both arms in front of the body 
until they are straight overhead. 
Do this without hunching the 
shoulders. Straighten the hands, 
turn them out at the sides, and 
slowly lower the arms out at the 
sides and down, working only the 
upper arm muscles. Do the exer- 
cise slowly and concentrate on 
those upper arm muscles. Begin 
with five times and gradually in- 
crease to 10 each day. Have the 
room warm, but the windows open 
for fresh air. 

Specific exercise should be con- 
sidered part of your general build- 
up program. You will benefit 
greatly from outdoor activity and 
should walk for at least 30 min- 
utes a day—preferably for 30 min- 
utes twice a day. Ice skating 
would do wonders for you. 

Since the bust is affected by vi- 
tality, posture and weight, the im- 
provement may appear to be 
rather slow. Do not look for im- 
mediate results.

not long survive. They develop 
weakness of a progressive char- 
acter analogous with  beriberi 
(multiple neuritis) in man. This, 
as we know now, is due to in- 
sufficient vitamin B. 

Animals or birds fed exclusive- 
ly with plain wheat, the unbroken 
grain or the cracked, ground or 
milled grain from which nothing 
has been removed, can survive in- 
definitely, and do not develop the 
weakness called beriberi. This is 
because wheat is rich in vitamin 
B. 

Nearly all of the vitamin B (in- 
deed the vitamin B complex, 
which includes Bl and B2 or G 
and several other entitles) is con- 
tained in the germ and in the bran 
of the wheat kernel, and in the 
process of milling refined white 
“patent” flour the bran and the 
germ portions are removed by 
bolting. 

Fortunately, people may obtain 
numerous grades of flour which
